2.  Demonstrating  competency  in  the  areas  of  reading,  writing,  mathematics, 
and  citizenship  and  participating  in  specific  activities  in  arts  and  physica 
education,  world  of  work,  and  survival. 

3.  Earning  a  minimum  of  20  credits  beyond  grade  eight,  4  of  which  must  be 
earned  after  the  completion  of  grade  eleven.  The  20  credits  must  be 
distributed  as  follows;
